“In the 1970s, we liked 
muscle cars that burned a lot 
of gas. Today we look for cars 
that give you good mileage.” 

Earth Hour began in 
Sydney, Australia, in 2007 
as stunt by the Australian 
branch of World Wildlife 
Federation. 

“It showed that everyone, 
from children to CEOs and 
politicians, has the power to 
change the world they live 
in,” said the federation on its 
www.earthhour.org website. 

"In Sydney, Australia, 2.2 
million individuals and more 
than 2,000 businesses turned 
their lights out for one hour 
to take a stand against cli¬ 
mate change.” 

Soon after more than 400 
cities and towns were part of 
the event across the globe. 

More than 5,200 cities 
and towns in 135 countries 
switched off their lights for 
Earth Hour 2011. 

In Niagara Falls Saturday, 
Niagara Parks Commission 
switched the lights off that 
uiuminate the falls.

High school athletes and 
community soccer players 
will soon find more shade 
along the entrance driveways 
of E.L. Crossley Secondary 
School. 

The school has received a 
$3,000 grant from the Toyota 
Evergreen Learning Grounds 
Program for landscaping at 
the Pelham high school. 

“We don’t have much shade 
around the soccer field,” said 
teacher Sharon Keller, advisor 
for the school’s EARTH club. 

“But the fields are used 
everyday by our students and 
by community groups in the 
evenings, on weekends and 
through the summer." 

The grant will purchase 
about eight well-developed 
three-to-four-metre high red 
maple trees, which will be put 
along the east and west drive¬ 
ways of the school. 

EARTH club is involved 
in an ongoing landscape 
improvement program at the 
school. It is designed to com¬ 
bine educational and envi¬ 
ronmental goals. 

“The vision of our 2011- 
2012 school grounds greening 
initiative is to establish a col¬ 
lection of native Carolinian 

a teaching arboretum by 
our staff and students,” said 
Keller. 

The project introduces the 
community to Carolinian tree 
species and “provides our stu¬ 


dents with a vehicle to con¬ 
nect to the surrounding natu¬ 
ral areas and engages them 
in stewardship activities early 
in their academic careers," 
Keller said. 

An earlier project saw the 
creation of a shaded sitting 
stone area for students to eat 
lunch outside and for teach¬ 
ers to hold classes outdoors. 

Gardens were planted 
and maintained around the 


Keller said the school has 
received about $9,900 in 
grants from various environ¬ 
mental organizations to assist 
the school’s nature programs. 

Evergreen is a 20-year-old 
not-for-profit organization. 
It strives to bring people and 
nature together by making 
urban areas friendly to nature. 

It supports projects across 
Canada to create and sus¬ 


tain natural outdoor spaces 
through greening projects 
at more than 3,000 schools 
and in more than 2,000 
communities. 

The EARTH Club will host 
a Native Tree workshop on 
Wednesday, April 11 from 7 
p.m. to 8:30 p.m.

It was a year of change, 
but one that ultimately 
yielded enough funds to 



financial statements for 
the 2011 fiscal year, which 
runs Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, the 
campaign yielded $547,809, 
down slightly from $588,247 
raised in 2010. 

But with all 2011 revenues 
and expenses taken into 
account, United Way saw 
a surplus of $30,706 com¬ 
pared to a deficit of $44,276 


in 2010. The largest increase 
in revenue came from better 
collection on outstanding 
pledges. Loss on uncol¬ 
lectible pledges amounted 



Seventeen agencies have 
already been approved for 
funding with one additional 
agency still undergoing the 
review process, Glass added. 

Of that money, 53% goes to 
programs that support health 
and wellness, 35% to food 
and shelter groups and 12% 
to education and awareness 
programs such as sexual- 


assault prevention. 

“We’re incredibly pleased 
that we’ve been able to fulfil 
our promise to the programs,” 


Carter said. 

The organization’s year of 
transformation began in 2011 
by redefining who United 


Way is and what role the orga¬ 
nization plays in the com¬ 
munity. It has since adopted 
three focuses — moving from 


poverty to possibility; healthy 
people, strong communities; 
and all that kids can be. 

Though south Niagara has 
seen its share of challenges 
in recent years, Carter hoped 


that “when the community

and expenses are calculated, 
the board has agreed to 
fund that difference from its 
reserves, Carter said. 

“Money is still trickling 
in,” she said, adding it will be 
“very close” once all dollars 
are accounted for.

Regional reconstruction about to begin 


H ave you noticed the signs 
announcing the imminent 
reconstruction of Regional Road 
20 from Rice Road to Station 
Street? 

Since I wrote about the project 
a few months ago, you may recall 
that this is the final phase of the 
reconstruction and expansion of 
Regional Road 20 from the 406 
to Pelham Street. Because of the 
length of the stretch of roadway, 
the complexity of the work, and 
the costs involved, the Region 
undertook this work in phases. 

The actual final construction 
area will be from just east of Rice 
Road to just east of Station Street. 

I was pleased to support the 
inclusion of $3.0 million in the 
Region's and $750,000 in the 
Town’s 2012 capital budgets for 
this work. 



The works will include adding 
a centre turning lane (where 
appropriate), installing a couple of 
new "islands” to help calm traffic 
and delineate turning sections, 
realigning the Hurricane Road 
intersection, and preparing for an 
intersection leading into the East 
Fonthill Secondary Plan lands (the 
+450 acres to the south of Regional 
Road 20). 

The town's money will fund 
the installation of a sidewalk 
on the north side of the road, 
replacing and upgrading the 
existing watermain, and replacing 


or repairing the existing sanitary 
sewer laterals. 

Although this section is shorter 
than previous phases, it is more 
complicated because of the 
more urban setting and the total 
reconstruction of the intersection 
at Rice Road. It is also of a higher 

Norjohn Contracting and Paving 
Limited, a division of Walker 
Industries, won the reconstruction 
contract. 

I understand that staff 
anticipates the construction to 
begin the third week of April and 
could run for a maximum of 110 
“working days.” If we continue to 
get reasonable weather and things 
go smoothly, the work could be 
substantially complete by Labour 
Day; if they run into snags, the 
contract could run through late 
September or early October. 


To help facilitate traffic, the 
contractor must maintain two 
lanes open at all times. They also 
plan on paving in “echelon” - side 
by side - to avoid joint problems 
like those developed in previous 
phases. 

Regional staff assures me that 
they will beta contact each of 
the local businesses regarding 
access issues prior to any actual 
construction taking place. 

Further, they will attempt to 
mitigate all negative impacts on 
abutting residents and merchants, 
including noise and dust control. 

I am pleased we are moving 
ahead with this work and continue 
to improve our community.

Spring Market starts early 


A n early burst in Spring 

Market activity has boosted 
local market results and is 
starting to offset the unusually 
slow sales tally posted during 
January and February of this year. 

According to preliminary 
MLS statistics of the Niagara 
Association of Realtors there were 
22 residential sales reported in 
Pelham during March 2012 up 
29% from the 17 transactions 
recorded last March. 

This surge pushed the year- 
to-date level to a total of 36 
transactions - just slightly below 
the 2007-20011 five-year average 
of 40 unit sales in the first quarter. 

As of March 31 the 12-month 
average price in Pelham stood at 
$316,259 hovering just below the 
February 2112 figure $316,943. 

This deceleration in house 
prices is consistent with housing 
market activity across Canada. 
According to the Canadian Real 
Estate Association MLS Home 
Price Index (HPI), a survey of five 
major housing markets showed 
that while prices continued to 
rise in February, the 5.1 per 
cent year-over-year increase in 
February was the smallest since 
June 2011. It was also the fourth 
consecutive month in which

gains slowed. 

“The index typically rises 
in February from the previous 
month as demand ramps up 
leading into the spring housing 
market,” said Gregory Klump, 
CREA’s chief economist. “The 
monthly price increase in 
February this year was less 
than what we saw in either of 
the past two years, which is 
more evidence that the trend 
for Canadian home prices is 
slowing.” 

Thanks to an early Spring our 
local version of the Canadian 
housing market is returning 
to balanced conditions with 
relatively flat prices and a 
marginal slowdown in overall 
sales volume heading into the 
second quarter.

Talk about dollars and 
sense of solving poverty

THOROLD — The Social 
Assistance Reform Network pres¬ 
ents its annual spring forum, 
The Dollars and Sense of Solving 
Poverty, on Wednesday, April 11. 

The two-hour event is free and 
registration is not required. It 
starts 9 a.m. at Niagara Region 
council chambers. 

Sheila Regehr, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Council of 
Welfare (NCW), will give a pre¬ 
sentation followed by a question- 
and-answer period. 

The NCW is an advisory group 
that reports to Human Resources 
and Skills Development Canada 
Minister Diane Finley. 

The NCW released a report last 
fall, Dollars and Sense of Solving 
Poverty, about the amount of 
money people pay as a conse¬ 
quence of poverty and why 
investments to end poverty make 
more economic sense. 

Many Canadians are con¬ 
cerned that reducing poverty 
means more spending on people 


living in poverty, leaving others 
worse off, but a growing body of 
research and experience in the 
past few years tells a different 
story, the network says. 

“About one in 10 Canadians 
live in poverty — that’s over three 
million people, including 634,000 
children,” says Lori Kleinsmith, 
a health promoter at Bridges 
Community Health Centre in Port 
Colborne. 

“Addressing poverty requires 
thoughtful, multi-sectoral, col¬ 
laborative discussions and solu¬ 
tions. We invite Niagara resi¬ 
dents from all sectors to attend 
the forum and learn more about 
ways we can work together to end 
poverty.” 

A discussion about how 
Niagara can use the information 
presented and report will take 
place Thursday, April 19, from 
1:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. at regional 
headquarters.

The migration trends of birds 
of prey serve as a valuable bio¬ 


logical indicator of ecosystem 

Now in its 38th year, many 
volunteers from the Niagara 
Peninsula Hawkwatch have 
been at the site since observ¬ 
ing and monitoring the annual 
spring migration of these 
globetrotters. 

These include 15 species of 
hawks, falcons, eagles and vul¬ 
tures travelling from South and 
Central America, the Caribbean 
and the United States to their 


nesting territories in Canada. 

John Stevens of the Niagara 
Peninsula Hawkwatch notes, 
“with the unusually warm 
weather in March the count 
is running ahead of last year's 
total. In addition, we’ve had 
two Black Vultures, a rather 
sedentary southern species 
that is beginning to be seen 
more often in Ontario and may 
become our sixteenth regu¬ 
larly-observed raptor spedes.” 

Nearly 5,000 raptors, indud- 


ing 31 bald eagles, three golden 
eagles and over 2,500 turkey 
vultures have been counted in 
the month of March. 

More birds of prey are 
expected now through mid- 
May, with an average of 15,000 
seen annually. 

Renowned as the best 
vantage point in the Niagara 
Peninsula to observe the 
annual spring migration, 
Beamer also offers visitors 
hiking trails and one of the 


most spectacular views of the 
Niagara Escarpment and Lake 
Ontario Landscape, as well 
as nature and wildlife habitat 
viewing at this Conservation 

On most days one can see 
the skyline and mist from 
Niagara Falls and the skyline of 
Toronto from the overlooks on 
the escarpment edge.

TOWN USER FEES 
INCREASE 

Town residents will get a 
bang out of a new list of fees 
for town services if they thumb 
through or scroll down the 2012 
Consolidated Schedule of User 
Fees and Charges.
